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RENOVATIONS SCHEDULED FOR 
JACK ROSE TRACK IN SPRING 


LBSU has not hosted 
track meets for more 
than five years.

Long Beach State will soon host 
track meets after more than five years 
of not being able to. 

The Jack Rose Track — which is 


worn down, cracked and has holes 
that can fill with puddles — will be 
renovated within the next six to nine 
months, Athletics Director Vic Cegles 
said. 

In March, the Associated Students 
Inc. Senate unanimously passed a reso- 
lution calling for funding to renovate 
the track, which is estimated to cost 
more than $1 million. 

“The university is committed to re- 


doing the track, and now we’re meeting - 


with an architect and designer to see how 

much it’s going to cost,” Cegles said. 
Cegles said the track has been in 

major disrepair for the last five to seven 


years. 

“There’s a lot of things we’re look- 
ing at to make it the best possible track 
for Long Beach State,” Cegles said. “It 
will be a great addition to our univer- 
sity and athletics department.” 

Cegles said the track was patched 
up in late June for the 2013 Special 
Olympics Southern California Sum- 
mer Games and is currently open for 
only track and field practices. 

LBSU track and field head coach 
Andy Sythe said he is happy the track

More than 83,000 
have been received.

When it comes time to apply for col- 
lege, students across the country seem 
to agree —- The Beach is the place to 
be. 

Cal State Long Beach received 
83,594 applications for fall 2014, a 
new record from the previous high of 
82,000 in fall 2013. 

“This is a record for us, again,” said 
Tom Enders, CSULB’s associate vice 
president of enrollment services. “We 
were No. | in the [Cal State University 
system] for freshmen and transfer ap- 
plications.” 

Enders said that of all the appli- 
cations received, 26,000 were from 
transfer students, and the remainder 
came from incoming freshmen. 

In addition to being No. 1 in the CSU 
system, CSULB is ranked top five in 
the nation for number of applications 
received, according to David Dowell, 
interim provost and senior vice president

flooded the dining hall. Walker said 
she thinks the renovations are a big im- 
provement because they draw a livelier, 
excited crowd. 

“This has been so nice. I would sleep 
while working at Camp Parkside,” 
Walker said, referring to the temporary 
dining hall that fed residents during the 
renovations. “Mondays at Camp Park- 
side are usually so glum. People actu- 
ally want to come here.” 

Cruz Ortiz, a freshman sociology 
major who also works at the Parkside 
dining hall, said much the same as 
Walker. 

“Tt feels like a different environment, 
more energetic,” Ortiz said. “You can 
tell people are looking forward to be- 
ing here.” 


The dining hall saw visitors from not 
only Parkside but also Hillside College, 
like sophomore biology major Colin 
Stensrud. 

“It seems pretty good so far,” Sten- 
srud said. “It’s all arranged well. It’s 
definitely nice and structured better 
than I had expected.” 

Sophomore business major and Hill- 
side resident Logan Winter said he 
hadn’t expected some of the structural 
changes in the dining hall. 

“T was very surprised that the front 
door was in the place where it should 
be, under the awning,” he said. 

Overall, Williams said he was im- 
pressed with the renovations. 

“Tt’s a really nice environment,” Wil- 
liams said. “My favorite thing is the 
new seating, and I like the booths and 
the décor.” 

One issue, however, that Williams 
said he had with the new dining hall 
was the size of the coffee mugs. 

“The coffee mugs are very small 
though, and that’s a little bit disap- 
pointing,” he said. “It makes it difficult 
to make it back to your table without 
spilling a lot.” 

Even though the renovations have 
finished, the temporary Camp Park- 
side building in Parking Lot 16 will 
remain standing until renovations for 
the Hillside dining hall begin, Director 
of Housing and Residential Life Carol 
Roberts-Corb said. 

In the meantime, the temporary fa- 
cility may be used as a study area or 
meeting space, she said. 

The next renovations could begin as 
soon as finals week of spring semester.

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will be renovated because it’s in 
poor condition. 

“The condition of the track is 
similar to what they determined 
was a safety hazard,” Sythe said. “It 
affects our practices because there 
are real risk areas that we avoid. It 
affects our ability to train.” 

He said that no one, aside from 
track and field athletes, is allowed 
to step in the gate. 

“The only reason [the track and 
field team] is allowed in is because 
we know the facility and we know 
what areas to avoid, unlike a per- 
son who doesn’t know the facility,” 
he said. 

LBSU last hosted a track meet 
in 2005 and since then has been 
forced to hold home meets at Cer- 
ritos College, Sythe said. 

Sythe said he thinks the new 
track will improve LBSU’s ability 
to recruit athletes. 

“Tt’ll be a major positive for us 
when it was a major negative,” Sythe 
said. “It’s a 180 degree turn. It’ll im- 
prove the overall program because 
the facilities will be better, and that 
in itself is a positive factor.” 

Cegles said, however, that the 
track team will have to find a new 
place to practice during the spring, 
when the renovations are sched- 
uled to take place. 

“I’m excited, and the student ath- 
letes are excited [too],” Cegles said. 

Sythe said he shares a similar 
level of excitement. 

“To be able to get this new track 
is a blessing,” Sythe said. 
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for academic affairs. 

Dowell said that the Long Beach 
Promise program may have contribut- 
ed to the increase in applicants, as the 
program guarantees qualified students 
from Long Beach Unified School Dis- 
trict admission to CSULB. He said, 
however, that most applicants came 
from outside the Long Beach area. 

“[ This is] a very popular campus 
with a strong reputation for being 
student centered,” Dowell said. “We 
re-engineered our admissions system 
last year in preparation so we are 
ready.” 

Enders said he believes that the 
university’s reputation helped drive 
application numbers up. 

“There’s good word on the street 
about [CSULB],” Enders said. “A lot 
of it is image and word of mouth. For 
a number of years, the numbers have 
consistently gone [up] as we have be- 
come a very in-demand campus.” 

However, not every factor is a direct 
result of CSULB’s programs, he said. 


balancing act.” 

The large number of applications 
and limited space have pushed compe- 
tition for undergraduate admission to 
an all-time high, Dowell said. 

In response to the rise in applicants, 
he said, grade point average require- 
ments have also been raised for the fall 
2014 class. 

Dowell said that the College of 
Health and Human Services is the 
most competitive college, followed 
by the College of Liberal Arts. He 
also said psychology and art are 
the two largest and most impacted 
majors.

LA Lakers must balance roster, contracts in order to succeed 


Last week, Daily 49er assistant sports editor 
Michael Morris wrote that “the Los Angeles 
Lakers are doomed. At least for as long as Kobe 
Bryant’s on the team.” 

Morris backed up his statement by compar- 
ing Bryant, who recently signed a two-year, 
$48.5 million extension, to Paul Pierce and 
Kevin Garnett. 

Pierce and Garnett were traded by the Boston 
Celtics to the Brooklyn Nets for young talent and 
draft picks. 

Teams like the Celtics and Lakers don’t re- 
build. They reload. 

The Celtics unloaded expensive contracts and 
added draft picks, but the Lakers could not afford 
to do the same with Bryant. 

Besides the riots that would likely take 
place on Figueroa Boulevard in Los Angeles 
if Bryant were traded, trading a veteran star 
would not guarantee a championship for the 
Lakers. 

The bigger mistake that the Lakers committed 
was trading two first-round picks to the Phoenix 
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Suns for Steve Nash, whose plethora of injuries 
have seen him looking like old Jay Gatsby on the 
sidelines. 

This, alongside the huge decline of Pau Gasol, 
whose numbers have been terrible for a 7-footer 
making $19.2 million per year, has done much 
more harm to the Lakers’ championship chances 
than Bryant’s contract will. 

Yes, the Lakers did overpay for a 35-year-old 
coming off one of the most 
severe injuries in sports. 

An injury like the one 
Bryant suffered has halted 
the careers of guys like Elton 
Brand and Chauncey Billups. 

How Bryant plays upon returning will be a 
large determining factor in telling whether the 
Lakers made the wrong move by extending his 
contract. 

Financially, Bryant’s deal will not send the 
Lakers to their demise. 

There are only three Lakers with guaranteed 
contracts next season: Bryant, Nash and Robert 
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Sacre, while Nick Young has a player option. 

With the large contract of Gasol coming off the 
books, the Lakers will have some wiggle room 
and could afford a max contract soon. 

The most likely candidate for that contract 
in the upcoming offseason would be Carmelo 
Anthony, but many people have their doubts 
about whether he would be worth that kind of 
money. 

In a perfect world, the 
Lakers would save the 
money reserved for An- 
thony until the following 
offseason, when former 
UCLA Bruin Kevin Love will test the free agent 
waters. 

Love is four years younger than Anthony and 
a more versatile player that makes his teammates 
better, unlike Anthony. 

Like Morris said, winning a championship will 
not be an easy achievement for the Lakers in the 
next few years. 

The big three in Miami — Lebron James, 
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Chris Bosh and Dwayne Wade — took paycuts, 
and it got them back-to-back championships. Bry- 
ant took a minimal paycut, but this does not doom 
the Lakers in any way. 

Last season, the Lakers struggled to make 
the playoffs with one of the best centers in the 
NBA, Bryant, and two other future Hall of 
Famers. 

At this point in the season, they have a better 
record than they did last year. 

This season’s roster is full of reclamation proj- 
ects and guys trying to prove that they still have 
what it takes to play in the NBA. 

Players like Wesley Johnson and Shawne 
Williams were on their way out of the NBA but 
have proven their talent this year under the bright 
lights of the Staples Center. 

The right group of players around Bryant 
could still bring him his sixth ring, but finish- 
ing his career as a Laker is just as, if not more, 
important.

he name Food Finders might ring a sleigh bell. 

The Student Recreation and Wellness Center 

and K Beach have both worked with the orga- 
nization, a nonprofit food bank and distribution 
center located in Signal Hill. But the scale of Food 
Finder’s operation probably isn’t as well-known. 

Food Finders was founded in 1989 and has 
since grown into an organization with more than 
300 volunteers. Food Finders regularly collects 
thousands of pounds of food from hundreds of 
restaurants, grocery stores and bakeries — on av- 
erage, enough food to serve 39,000 meals a day. 

Food Finders collected just under 462,900 
pounds of food in October alone, food that is 
distributed to 210 agencies throughout Southern 
California. Since its founding, it is estimated 
that Food Finders has collected more than 100 
million pounds of food total. 

Everything Food Finders does is meant to 
achieve one main goal: to reduce food insecurity 
and food waste throughout Southern California.

Restaurants such as the Outpost Grill, the Nug- 
get Grill and Pub and Beachwalk lack a calorie 
count.

plot to destroy U.S. landmarks. The or- 
ganization will continue its efforts until 
the U.S. removes all soldiers from other 
countries under U.S. “protection.” The 
organization’s first target was a U.S. 
base in Washington D.C., but before it 
succeeds in destroying others, Fisher 
has to stop them by using every pos- 
sible means. 

Blacklist has a system that allows you 
to take on any challenge however the 
gamer sees fit. Players can go through 
a level guns blazing, or take their time 
planning out how to get through with- 
out being noticed. The system is well 
crafted, and insures each gamer has a 
different experience. 

The player may-take a variety of ap- 
proaches. In some missions, ‘you can 
utilize a silent style of playing, using 
sleeping gas and silent weapons to get 
to one’s goal. There’s nothing more ex- 
hilarating than hanging from a ledge, 
whistling to bring enemies closer, then 
throwing them off of a building. 


For those who prefer to run through 
as a more direct approach, the game 
doesn’t restrict players from doing so. 

One of the best factors in the game 
is how many options players have at 
their disposal at any one time. Using 
a weapon wheel to select weapons of- 
fered a smooth experience that was 
tweaked to allow for a quick selection 
mid-combat, so that playing wasn’t 
hindered. 

This game’s attention to detail is in 
line with developer, Ubisoft’s, normal 
offerings. The Locals, voice acting, and 
character design are spot on. Sam Fish- 
er, the main character, looks amazing 
moving through the levels. Side charac- 
ters receive a little less of a graphical 
look, but the sheer size and depth of the 
game more than compensates for the 
graphics. 

Blacklist has a great single player 
story, and it also includes a robust 
multiplayer component. Gamers have 
the option of co-op, where they can 
take control Fisher and his partner, 


Briggs, allowing two people to play 
together and take down the terrorists 
as a team. 

Competitive modes are also abun- 
dant. Players have the option of “team 
deathmatch,” and “Spies vs. Mercs,” 
where‘one team. tries to hack into a 
computer mainframe while the other 
tries to stop them. This variety in game 
types -will ensure lasting entertain- 
ment for people who complete the main 
game. 

Overall, Blacklist presents a well- 
rounded package. for hardcore fans 
since the first game in the series, and 
those new to the series. It gets rid of 
the action-heavy gameplay of the last 
game, and gives players a balance be- 
tween a silent spy approach, and a 
guns-blazing style of gameplay. It has 
some visual hiccups here and there, but 
nothing to distract from the gaming ex- 
perience. 

Any fan of tactical action games will 
find that this a worthy addition to his or 
her library.

Ella Clark’s overseas 
training has helped 
her become a Star 
forward at LBSU.

If it wasn’t for the welcoming fam- 
ily atmosphere, Ella Clark wouldn’t be 
a 49er. 

The 49ers’ junior forward made a 
decision early on in her life that few 
people are forced to make: she uproot- 
ed her life in London for a chance to 
play collegiate basketball here in the 
states. 

But given her unique style of play 
and exposure to a different type of 
basketball in London, the 6-foot-3 
Clark plays a game that is completely 
different than that of most 6-foot-3 
players native to the United States. 

“In America, if you’re 6-3, you’re 
told never to dribble, and you’re pretty 
much told to play with your back to 
the basket,” head coach Jody Wynn 
said. “But in Europe, the bigger play- 
ers play like the guards. All the funda- 
mentals of ball handling and shooting 
are taught at an early age for the taller 
players as well.” 

After a rough start to her junior 
year, the co-captain has improved her 
level of play, looking more like the 
Ella Clark coach Wynn saw last year. 
Since opening the season with just 
three points and one rebound against 
California, Clark has come back and 
averaged 7.8 points and 4.1 rebounds 
per game. She has also registered a 
team-high 12 blocks. 

Clark’s thin, wiry frame allows her 
to play a level of defense that’s second 
to no one on her team. Clark is the tall- 
est starter, and given her family his- 
tory, it’s no surprise that she’s got the 
type of build that she does. 

While Clark yields an impressive 
6-foot-8 wingspan, her mother has 
her beat with a wingspan of 6 feet 10 
inches. 

However, the helpful basketball 
genes don’t come from just one side of 
Ella’s family, as she comes from a pop- 
ular basketball family in London. Her 
father Mark also played basketball and 
is currently the head coach of the Great 
Britain senior women’s national team 
that Ella was added to earlier this year. 

Clark’s older brother Dan made sim- 
ilar use of his top-of-the-shelf genes, 
moving out of the house at age 14 to 
play basketball in Spain. He eventu- 
ally joined the Brits on the court and 
became an Olympian in 2012. 

Clark said she and her brother spent 
a substantial amount of time taking 
jumpers in the driveway, with her fa- 
ther coaching them. 

“Growing up, we had a hoop in the 
driveway,” Clark said. “Always being 
around [the game] made a big differ- 
ence because I got to hang around 
players with so much experience.” 

Like her brother, Clark was given 
the tough choice of deciding where her 
basketball career would take her next. 
Unlike her brother, Clark made the 
decision to uproot herself and travel 
to the other side of the globe, choos- 
ing Long Beach State over east coast 
schools like St. Joseph’s, Drexel and 
Maine. 

Wynn said she wouldn’t have known 
about Clark if it weren’t for a former 
club basketball coach that Wynn knew 
from her high school days. Wynn talk-

ed to the coach, and after some more 
steps and calls, she eventually talked 
to Clark on the phone. 

“We reached Ella [Clark’s] fa- 
ther and talked to Ella [Clark] on the 
phone,” Wynn said. “We saw a lot of 
video of her and brought her out on a 
visit.” 

Despite the visit and positive vibes 
from said visit, Wynn said she and her 
staff were worried about location be- 
ing a problem for Clark. 

“Tt’s a lot easier for those European 


kids to go to the east coast because it’s 
a six-hour flight or an eight-hour flight 
versus two flights that are 11 or 12 
hours,” Wynn said. 

Clark admitted that at times, the 
separation between her and her family 
is tough. 

“There are times when I wished I 
was closer so my parents could come 
out more often for those long week- 
ends,” Clark said.

“With her being outside her coun- 
try, I kind of took her under my wing,” 
Sanchez said. “Whenever we have 
family events and she’s not doing any- 
thing, I always include her.” 

For Clark, it’s that sense of fam- 
ily that allowed her to get through the 
lonelier nights. 


“You feel like a part of her family _ 


as well,” Clark said. “It’s nice being so 
far away [from my family] and actu- 
ally having an extended family.” 

Clark is looking forward to return- 
ing the favor next summer. The 49ers 
are planning and fundraising for a trip 
to London as a scheduled foreign tour 
in August. 

“Because I came here not know- 
ing anything, I’ve always had to have 
someone around me to do things,” she 
said.
